Rt. Hon. John Humphrey 
Returns to Power by Two 
Vote Margin 



At last niRht's sciiaion of tho Mock 
Parliament during which the Govorn- 
tncDl, led by the Rt. Hon. Gordon 
Webster, put forward a bill which 
road: Resolved that this House do 
ratify at onct the Locarno Treaty, the 
Opposition under the leadership of the 
KU Hon. John Humphrey."? were swept 
into power througrh the instrumental- 
ity of a 25 to 33 adverse vote on the 
Bill. 

The poor attendance was due, part- 
ly to the fact that the Mock w.ns post- 
poned from Wednesday on account of 
the holding of the Conversât on that 
date, and partly to the fact that few 
members actually knew anything 
about this most important Treaty. 

During the evening, an honourable 
member on the Opposition Benches pe- 
-itioned that whereas the methods of 
holding a division were not in accord- 
ance with recognized parliamentary 
procedure, that they be changed to 
do so by having the members vote as 
they re-entered the House and not 
!is ihcy Iff; it as has been done here- 
tofore. It was found that not only 
does this method greatly faoililaie 
r-ounting, but that it also cares for the 
)(i)Kslbllily of a re-count being asked 
for.. 

The Rt. Hon. G. M. Webster Inlro- 
(lii'.-ed the bill. In opening his aigu- 
Jucnt the Prime Minister traced an 
hi.storlc survey of Kuropean antagon- 
jsm between Gaul and Hun which had 
culminated in the late -war. Through 
the Locarno Tieaty the possibiliiy of 
the repititions of such a catastrophe 
had been minimized. The article of 
the treaty that was before the house 
lor consideration was that which pro- 
vided for the demilitarization of the 
Rhine frontier. Great Britain and 
Italy, moreover, guarantee that to side 
îieainsi the agress or in the event of 
the neutrality of this zone being vio- 
lated. 

Tlie effects of the Locarno Treaty, 
should bo manifold. It would bring 
about disarmament in a district where 
tllHiirnianieiit wuk iimst Important in 
the interest of liuropean peace, it 
marks the final outlawing of war, it 
i^ilroduccs a period of i)euce. More- 
over, the treaty restores Germany to 
lier place in llio family of nations by 
pi-ovidlng for lu-i- i-ntry into the Lea- 
gue of Natluns: 'J'liis jiaet marks a 
new solidarity amoni; the European 
nations, a fooling of unity that they 
have not previously . possessed. 
Tho threatening ogre of a Russian - 
Germany alliance ha*; b<!en overcome. 
The Prime Minister denied that the 
Canadian Government had bi;fn in ig- 
norance of the signing of the Treaty, 
but there was need for immediate ac- 
tion and Lord Chamberlain signed on 
behalf of the whole British JSinpire. 
The Prime Minister concluded by say- 
ing that Canada should give Great 
Britain what little satisfaction slie 
might gain from the ratification of tlie 
treaty. 

The Hon. Mi'. Lavurty impre.s.icd the 
fuel upon the house that war was fu- 
tile and that peace was imperative. Jl 
was important, he continued, that the 
spirit of .the treaty should be undor- 
,Hlood. The Treaty of Locarno pro- 
vided for arbitration by the League of 
Xatlons in any (iiHaKrecnieiil th.at 
might arise among the signilorios of 
the treaty. But Canada, he concluded, 
W!is morally, rather than legally ob- 
liged to become a parly tu this pact. 

Ut. Hon. .lolin Humphrey leader of 
the Opposition tlicn ruttv lo present 
tlic case to Ihr i'atrlan Party's al- 
tilude. He pointed out thai while the 
si)lrit of Locarno was desirable 
Canada was not directly concerned 
with tho provision that it made for 
Kuropean peace. In coininon with 
oihei- members of the League of Na- 
tions Canada, had lieavy fnlernati'Mial 
obligations but her delegations were 
equal to not greater than lliosc of 
other members of the League .-liuJ 
tliat if she were to Ij^! considered an 
JiKkijOndcnt nation liei' Intore.st.s 
aliould be cared or and should not 
bo incorporated in the treaty as an 
after thought. , 

H. C. Goldenberg, member for 
George Ktienne Cartier, then proceed- 
ed to outline his arguments in favor of 
ratification. He stated that the Lg- 
cai-no Treaty affirmed the frontiers of

The Barl of Elgin and Kincardine a 
distinguished educationalist and one 
of the most prominent young men in 
Britain at the present time arrived in 
Montreal last night accompanied by 
Lady Elgin. They will be the guests 
of Lady Drummond during a brief 
visit to fulfil a speakjng engagement 
at Royal Victoria CoHege this after- 
noon at 5.16. 

His address "The Spirit of Nalion- 
alit}-," which will be the only one he 
will deliver In Montreal is given under 
the auspices of the. McQill Canadian 
Club and the National Council of 
Education. It is under the aiuplcea 
of this latter society that he is visit- 
ing Canada. He is travelling on th« 
Canadian Pacific Railway in the 
private oar of "Wentworth" following 
an early dinner last night Lady Drum- 
mond entertained Lady Elgin at the 
Boston Sympehony Orchestra recital 
at the Forum while Lord Elgin visit- 
ed Elgin Lodge-, A.l''. and A.M. of 
which he i.s an honorary member. 

Lord Elg-in is a noted Labour man 
educated at Eton and Balliol College. 
Oxford, lie is also chairman of the 
Forth Conservance Hoard and of thc- 
Carnegle United Kingdom Trust; and 
Lord High Comnils.sioner of the 
Church of Scotland. 

He is a direct descendent of Robert 
Ihe Bruce, Edward .lunies Bruce lOt'h 
Earl of Elgin, and belongs to one of 
Ihc most historic fuinllics in .Scotland. 
In his possession as head of the Bruce 
family is the great two-liundod swoid 
used by his fanious ancestor. Robert 
the Bruce, at Bannockburn the battle 
which fused Scotland togetliei- for 
time as a nation. The i-Iarl is Baron 
Bruce, the creation datini; 'back to 
1603; Earl of Kincardine and Baron 
Bruco of Torry, creation 1C43; and 
Baron Elgin in ,ihc anited Kingdom, 
cieatlou XS49. His name alsp has an 
lionoured place in Canadian history 
because of the stand his grandfather 
took for responsible government when 
lie was Governor-General of this 
country.

In view of the fact th.tt the Cam- 
bridge debating tciLm is to debate 
iigiilnst McGill here in tho near future, 
tho following article on "English Do- 
li.itlng" by Leslie Hutchinson, a. mwn- 
ber of the touring loam, should be <if 
unusual Interest to McGlll undergrud- 
uate». Mr. Hutchinson gives iin In- 
teresting account of the' history bt'de- 
bating over in England, with special 
refcrwK-e to Oxford and Cambridge, 
and touches on the .advantages and 
defects of the system in use there. Tho 
article is as follows: 

Freedom of speech, one of tho mo.«l 
cherished rights of the Democracies, 
too often has only been âttainc<î'''aftûr 
a dire and bitter struggle. The victory 
of this cause, however, through hls- 
lorj- has been the signal for a nation 
to exchange the battle field or con- 
siJlracy den for the debating hall. It Is 
therefore no sheer coinoidence;that the 
organized debating' flrst'^rosc in Eng- 
land's older Universities, Oxfoi-d and 
Cambridge, during the decay follow- 
ing the Napoleonic Wars. The Declara- 
tion of Independence, and the French 
Revolution had not been forgotten, 
especially by the younger generations. 
Shelley by means of his poetiT w.-w 
both castigating the Ton' administra- 
lion and evoking the Goddess of Lib- 
erty to descend upon his harrasseil 
luitul, Byron'a example at Missoloughl 
fired the nation, while the -corrupt 
monarchies bordering upon the Medi- 
terranean Sea spasmodically convuls- 
ed Europe by their revolutionary 
movements. In response to these high 
hopes and ereat Inspirations, and to 
assuage .the bitterness of defeat and 
dlsallussiomnent, the students of th.it 
day took to debating as a noble re- 
creation. 

Public disputation necessarily evok- 
ed the censure of authority. The uni- 
versity faculty, at least at Cambridge, 
proceeded to confine all resolutions 
strictly to riucstlons of past history. 
In a furtive endeavor to avoid argu- 
ment upon policy or rhetorical dia- 
tribes against public men. Thus arose 
the art of performing a modern driunu 
In the midst of an historical setting.. 
Forbidden, for instance, to cllacu.ss the 
vital question of the Reform Bill, in- 
volving the issue of democnitlc versus 
oligarchic govcrnmenl— Ihe live prob-

With such a rare and valuable col- 
lection of lUenary work, the Library i.<: 
not only of service to the University 
itself, but it also acts as a .general 
reference library for the whole of 
Montreal, having been of real service 
in this capacity to institutions, learned 
societies, buslne.<;s houses, railways, 
corporations and industrial societies. 

Unfortunately certain undergradu- 
ates are apt to take the whole thing 
loo much for granted". A^lth the books 
always at hand they come to disre- 
gard their value and treat them with 
gross carelessnes.s .and neglect. Every 
year there Is trouble in the Library- 
with students.' whp;'jnsis.t on disfigur- 
ing^ books with WTltlng, drawings and 
^thé r unseemly marks. Many do not 
at. this. Only last year , whole 
|l»agM were cut out of a valuable book 
'hy some unthinking or vandallsh stu- 
iaeiit. Books are often found mutilated 
' ia this way. ' " ' > ' . 

It is hprd to believe that anyone 
woTild Inienlionally ruin books in these 
ways, but this is what is being done. 
Ia most cases it is hoped that the acts 
are done thoughtlessly, and if so the 
state of affairs can be remedied. The 
Llbr^^^horitles are only too anx- 
ious '^'l^e you read the books so 
long as you read them ,and return 
them In good condition. 

In connection with the Library there 
is one other matter which Is constantly 
- brought to notice — the unneceshary 
amount of converstaion which persists 
Jn.the reading room. This' also In most 
cases is simply a matter of lack of 
thought. Students do' not talk delib- 
erately to hinder others. This state 
of affairs can be altered as ihr- others 
if the student will realise that he in 
not actlnt' fairly by continually cliat- 
tlng with his neighbour to the annoy- 
ance o£ the surrounding desks.

E. C. Amaron, .speakinp from- the 
cross-benches, after compurine Hie 
Locarno Treaty to a young man and 
a. young lady standing on the shores 
of u lake who agreed to count 20 be 
lore tliey strike each other, then went 
on to sity that instead of dealing with 
the Western part of Europe which 
from the principle contents of the 
'J'reaiy, more attention sfhould be paid 
by Canada to the Eastern part with 
its perplexing problems. 

C. H. Hebert, a member of the 
Cuverntnont, then a,ppealcd to a sense 
of iialriotism and attachment to the 
:lJritiKh J^mpire -so. that the Bill might 
lie passed. 

R. de \V. MacKuy intiistod that tlie 
JiOC.'irno J'acl would suctiicd because 
it WHS so arranged tliat in tho event 
of a disjigrccment between nations 
concerned, that a disinterested n*' 
tion would be colled upon to settle 
tlic i.sHiiiiH ;it stake. 

A Mienilier of His Majesty's nioiil 
loyal Opposition agreed with the gov- 
ernment ill that the treaty was a good 
thing for Europe but that the adoption 
of it would prove too great a burden 
foi- Canada, and that in the case ot 
Canada's refusa! to sign. JOiiglund 
would not regard her as uiipaUiotip. 
The Hon. Hallowny a most fervant 
upholder uf-the Opposition told a very 
pretty story to Illustrate Canada's In

Icm of the .day— the debaters 'u-ou)d 
table .in academic historical motion, 
as perhaps the relative mcrlls of tho 
governments of Athens and Sparta, 
imder whoso cloau, by oarofiilly veil- 
ed iphraHOR and indirect rcforrencoH, 
many .a shrewd hit could bo delivered 
by botli -the .Whig, and Tory: against 
stiitonmcn of the day. A stranger ho\v- 
cver, would have been mystified iit'.so 
much heat and excitemtvnt being arotis- 
ed by a seeming' aciulcmic dlsptitation. 
Thtis tlio English debater was full if 
the guile, deceit and reckless huijior. 
boni of lllegality,'now solely attribut- 
ed to. thc^Bobl[leggor. 

These characters have in .some mea- 
sure survived, although any restric- 
tions upon "the issue to be discussed 
have long since been moved. Today 
the debate is still a lively recreation, 
partaken of in Cn.mbrldge' on every 
Tuesday and In Oxford on every 
Thursday evening during the term 
time. The ch.Tmpions sa.uiiter down 
from their College halls after dhmer 
to the Union Society, the name adopt- 
ed by these original l\v«t- Napoleonic 
debaters for their club. Here tliey fliul 
iin audienvi>. va tying m numbers t'roni 
one hundred. 10 six hundred, ready for 
their frayi Those who have to open 
the discussion nervously finger their 
note..«. too — often hastily prepared,;. as 
they sip their glasses of port before 
being led into the arena by the im- 
inaculatly dressed President. The re- 
solution, iiiore' often than not is poli- 
tical, but literan' and the lighter prob- 
lem-? of science and philosophy, -^uch 
a.s the danger arising from the growth 
of the Infinitesimal, are sometimes dis- 
cussed in a Jocular vein. The criterion 
of success, at such a debate is to hold 
the attention b£ the house. This ciin 
be achieved by various mettiSSa,' the 
most popular being a combination of 
a good general knowledge of the sub- 
ject under dlscu'sslon, with a delivery 
which appears to embody the person- 
ality of the "speaker. Other methods, 
.such as a continuous . floiw of witty 
opigrn.mmeK or an aggressive atta/:k 
upon the speeches of the opposition 
although involving greater risk, are 
often employed and when suceeasful 
receive considérable aipplause. Failure 
is courted by the usé of the soap-bos 
01-a.tory, the mtich maligned preroga- 
tive of the street corner -.agitator, or 
by the monotonous recitation of mp- 
ticulously acquired fact. 

Thus Oxford and Cambridge men 
for over a cenlurj' have developed de 
bating as an «rt which depends upon 
the clear thinking and quick wits, 
.sharpened by i-lie criticism of their fel- 
low students. It is important to note 
that neither this art nor elocution have 
ever become a. part of the currlpul|ini 
of these two unlyciTSitles and that tho 
so-called Union Spcieties would rpaent 
bittirly the intrusion of the faculty 
upon tlieir weekly recreation. Even 
Judges are e.xcludod. for the procedure 
of these debates is based upon the 
time-honoured ipracticp of parliament 
ratlier than upon t))e performance 
the speaker's. The party 
of the House 
ten present during political discuBslons 
when excitement is apt to run high. 

Such a «ystém naturally :has- ita'de 
foots. Hours of argument often lead 
to little fresh light being thrown upon 
some \-itàl iiuestion of national import 
unce, while anything approu/.-iiing ' : 
,seientific analysis of a problem Is im 
possible, ivs the debaters rarely a<)iiii-u 
the necessary facts or trouble to dis 
vantagc'iT Instead tliey prefer to score 
play their knowledge to the bent adr 
a personal triumph at the expence of 
ttiC'ir oipponents. Yet an Knglit^h de 
bate has an exhilcratlpn and a thrill 
It teaches the invaluable lossou .of re 
spect'^on another man's argument, so 
long as tbç' other Us .sinqçrely delfeycd 
and ably expounded. It- e'nhancçj; the 
growth of .th}it love of spoclsmanship 
at once perhaps the strcngUi. and also 
the w.oaiknqss. of- the Eng;iisl! race: 
n'thUe finally il proves abpvc all cltic 
that the Engllslunan is a ipoHtical ani- 
mal. Kçw wlio have tu-Uop parl in such 
.çncounteis will easily forget the joy of 
vu.nguisliiitg a wortJiy foe or .suffer- 
ing at ilia liands a >joll.-merl.tod dp 
feat. lt 1» because of these thiiffçs tlia 
(leb^ilingil n.t Oxford' anil C))i)ibr|d^e 
has survived for over a. hundred yeiijs 
and can still proudly claim to be iiuiu 
bered among England's noble recréa 
tions.
